The Narragansett Set on Fire 
and Entirely Consumed. 


Fifty People Estimated to 
Have Been Lost.

A Thrilling Scene of Horror 
and Death, 


The Vain Cry of Agonized Men and 
Women for Help.

NEW YORK, June 12 —The steamboats Ston- 
ington and Narragansett were in collision last 
night on Long Isjand Sound, and the Narragan- 
sett took fireand sank. The passengers res- 
cued are scatteved along Long Island shore. The 
steamersin collision belong to one line. The 
Narragansett was on ber regular trip from 
New York to Stonington, and the steamer 
Stonington was returning to New York. The 
collision occured sbout 11:15 p. m. off the 
Connecticut River. The Narragansett took 
ttreand sankin four fathoms ot water. The 
passengers of both steamers were transferred 
tothe steamer City of New York, of the Fall 
River line to Boston, and they arrivedin New 
York at 11:15 o’clock this morning. 

DETAILS UF THE DISASTER. 

STONINGTON, CONN.; June 12.—The steamer 
Stonington arrived at 6:30this morning with 
al out fifty survivors from the Narragansett. 
The bow of the former was stove in nearly to 
the water iine. She struck the Narragansett 
at 11:30 on the starboard side, forward of the 


wheel-nouse. The shock burst the gas tank, 
and in hifteen minutes the Narragansett was 
on fire snd soon afterwrrks sank. 

Tne steamers New York and Providence 
came to her assistance and uil the boats and 
lite rutte of the four steamers were lowere! 
und put into service. Two hours élapseud before 
tne passenger was 

assengers wee transferred to the Ciiy of 
New York. The passengers say the offi «r:and 
crew of the Narruganpsett behaved with great 
coolness and nerve. ! 

On the arrivxul of the Stonington the village 
wus aroused, and men and wowen hastened 
with clothing and assistance. Twenty-five 
women were on buard in their night-clothes: 
One died before reaching here from the 
shock. The body. not yet identified. One 
man also died, the Rev. E. B. Lockwoo4, of 
the Sixty-eigbth Street Methodist Gnurch, 
New York, who was on bis first trip East. 
Most eastern-bound passengers have left on a 
special train. No estimate can be made here of 
the 

LOSS OF LIFE. 

There is a general agreement among the sur- 
vivors that, out of a pas:enger listof more than 
300, a large number must have been lost, «as 
the water around the burning steamer wus alive 
with struggling people clinging to rafts and 
every conceivable thing. Mostof the women 
brought here were in the water several hours. 
One l»dy bad about $3,000 in Der valise, which 
was lost. 

TWO DEAD LADIES. 

Two ladies onthe steamer sconington died 
after being picked up. Their remains awiit 
identification. Itis feared that most of the 

assengers were in berths below the muin 
ina and did not have time to save them 
relves. The bowof the steamer Stonington 
was knocked off. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

NBW YORK, June 12.—A Post extra has the 
tollowing acceunt of the disaster from a pas- 
senger on the Stonington: soon after the 
steumer left Providence the weather became 
thick. By 11 0’clock nearly everybody was in 
bed end allon board qnict, At xbout 11:45 
there was aeudden crash and in a moment 
theie was terrible confusion. Men, women 
andchiléren in all stagesof undress rushed 
frantically from their berths and rushed to the 
upper oecks. For atew moments everybody 
thought the boat was sinking aud there was a 


strugeie for life-preservers. Vilicers of 
the boat said the boat. was leak- 
ing forwerd, but there was no 


danger. It was then seen thatthe steamer 
into which the Stonington had run was the 
Narragansett. The latter had been 
STRUCK AMIDSHIP, 

and two or three minutes after the collission 
flames burst out and also immediately envel- 
oped the entire vessel, 

A SCENE OF TERROR. 

The ecene was fiightful. The shrieks and 
cries of passengers on the Narragansett were 
distinctly audible on the Stonington. They 
be seen leaping into the water and rush- 


co 
ing frantically in all directions, Boats 
of the tonington were lowered 
after 4a delay of . several. minutes 
and by that time the N ansett. had 


settled and was sinking. By some blunder the 
plugs in the life boats were left out ahd they 
fled with water ; this caused adaitional delay. 
Men in boats did not know how to_ row them. 
At last they reached the scene ofthe wreck 
and picked up a number Of persons floating on 
life-preservers, wattresses, Chairs, tabies, 


planks, etc. 


APPALLING, 

The scene was a& ppaling. But at 
this juncture the City of New 
York ‘came up and lay off at some dis- 
tance. She lowered her boats and 
picked up as many ot the 
drowning passengers as she could 
find. Manv ofthe passengers rescued were 
badly scalded, others were halt naked, 


STORY OF THB HORROR. 

J. H. Wilcox, Adjusting Agent of the New 
york Life Insurance Company and a resident 
of Chicago, was & passenser on the Narragan- 
sett, anu relates the tollowing story: | 

Aroused bythe noise of the Collision, he 
immediately realized what had happened, and 
bastened trom his state-room, carrying his 
pantaloons and coat, but leaving behind $500 
and a ciutch which he usually uses, haying but 
one leg.

Our boats came and went, bringing joads ot 
meu, women and children picked up from both 
vessels. There were altovether about 150 of 
them. They said there were as many lost. 
Some had lost their wives, and so.ne the chil- 
dren or tbeir husbands, and their 
misery was heart-rending. 5om6 ot 
the children rescued were sturk nakewt, while

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A Glimpse at the True Inwardness of 
the Poor Claimant.

The Ferry-Cooper Scandal—Capt. De 
Ahbna’s Doleful Experience. 


Special Correspondence to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—The mar- 
kets of a large city are not among its least 
attractions; when properly conducted they 
rank among.the first. There is something 
about them that appeals directly to the inner 
sensibilities, as it were; and of the markets in 
Washington it may be saia with great truth- 
' fulness that they are what they ought to be— 
points of leading interest. Contrasted with 
those of New York, Boston, St. Louis and 
other large cities, they are things of beauty 
and a joy forever. | 
One tires of the Capitol and the Govern- 
ment buildings, and the Smithsonian and the 
gardens, and the parks, and the statues, and 
the people, but there is a permanent fascina- 
tion about the well-ordered places where men 
buy and sel] the wherewithal to keep soul aud 
body together. We stand under the shadow 
of monumental! grandeur with a sense of awe, 


we gaze upon tbe glories of art with admira- 
tion, we bow in reverence tothe overpowering 
statesmanship that expectorates tobacco juice 
in tbe halls of Congress; but there is a sense 
of supreme delight in gazing upon the beau- 
ties of nature as displayed upon the meat and 
vegetable stalls of a cleanly kept muarket- 
house. The long rows cf juicy sirloins and 
hind quarters and fore quarters, and iamb 
chops and veal cutietsand the like upon the 
one band, and the equally long arrays of peas 
and beans, and cabbages and celery, turnips 
and new potatoes, berries and cherries upon 
the other, with the dew of the morning on 
them; the other long displays of butter and 
cheese and eggs, of apples, bananas 
and oranges, of pickles, preserves and honey, 
and a thousand things else, pleasing to the 
smell and palatable to the taste all these 
embody a sort of substantial charm, and may 
' all be seen to a high degree of perfection in 
what is known as ‘‘The Washington’ Market. 

The splendid structure was built by an in- 
corporation in 1870, Col. N. G. Ordway, the 
lately appointed Governor of Dakota, being 
one of the leading spirits in the enterprise. It 
is situated on B street, between Seventh and 
Ninth. In this vicinity, now so agreeably 
decorated, stood, or rather tottered, for many, 
many vears, the old Centre Market, which 
with advancing age had ht meg into an 
intolerable nuisance and a blot upon the civi- 
lization of thecentury. These vermin-haunt- 
ed, miasma-reeking,§pestilence-breeding bar- 
racks are remembered by the citizens of 
Washington with a shudder of horror, and 
nobody was sorry when one windy night, un- 
der the administration of Boss Shepherd I., 
they burned down in some mysterious way 
and disappeared forever. 

The new building is of pressed brick, two 
stories anda half highand of an ornate but 
somewhat conglomerate order of architecture, 
with a handsome front looking out upon 
Pennsylvania avenue «cross a _ peasant 
little park. It has tall towers upon either 
end, long stretche:; of man-ard,and sumething 
the appearance of a modern female seminary, 
combined with a modern railroad depot. An 
inviting edifice it is, however, (for all that, 
and vastof propertions. Its entire length is 
740 feet, the two wings at the corner of Sev- 
enth and KB and Ninth and B being: each 200 


”~ teet front by 8O deep, and the intermediate 


store buildings 274 by 27. Then there are ex- 
tensions to.the rear ranging from 350 to 120 
feet in deptb, and a wide, well-paved entrance 
court within. ‘The area occupied by the main 
wings is 60,t80 square feet, that of tre 
buildirgs connecting the two wings 10,038 
feet, making the total area under roof 7J,718 
feet, to which are to be added 14,000 square 
feet of sidewalk accommodation outside, ora 
grand toisl for the uses of the market men 
and their customers of 84,71Sfeet. The num- 
ber of stalis is 666, and there is space besides 
for the convenience of no less than 50 wag- 
ons; all of which cost about $300.000. Suen 
is a brief view of whst, when everything is 
considered, is the fiaest market building in 
the United States, if notin the world; and to 
see it in all its glory you should gothere 
about 5 o’ctock of a bright June morning. 
Besides the Wasbington there is another 


called the Northern Liberty, also built by « 


an association, on Fifth street, between K 
and L. Thisis of brick. 524 feet long, erected 
in 1875, ata cost of $149,000, and wearing a 
cathedral look externally, but little of the dim 
religious silence of a cathedral withia. The 
other leading markets are the Eastern, on 
Capitol Hill, and the Western, a mile or so in 
the other direction. 
THE POOR CLAIMANT FAMILY. 

Of all places‘on the continent thereis no sot 
of doubt that the City of Washington aounds 
the most in meén with a grievance. They 
hang about the hotels to button-hole stranvers 
and impart their doleful stories, and no 
sooner do they once force: themselves on your 
acquaintance, thanthey haunt you evermore. 
You meet them at the strangest times and 
places; they intercept you on corners where 
= least expect to see anybody you ever saw 

efore. Atthe Capitol they ge in and 
out among the corridors with a stealthy,high- 
( Waymanpish kind of tread, resort 
to various strategic processes’ for 
obtaining interviews with committeemen, 
waylay Senators and Congressmen on the steps, 
in the great rotundaand along dark passaze- 
ways. These peculiir people are pvussessed, 
of course, with an ineradicable idea that the 
Government is more or less in their debt, that 
they have suffered losses which the Govern- 
ment ought to make good, orhave perform- 
ed services for which the Government is in 
duty bound to make them some extra allow- 
ance. Many of tbe claims thatare thus indus- 
triously pressed are fictitious—very many of 
them—ardja dismally large proportion of the 
claimants pass thr uxzh alorg ordeal of weary 
‘waiting and sordid living before they finally 
realize the fruitiessness of their undertakings 
and gradually vavish out of sight to 
make room for otbera, as seedy and needy a3 
themselves. 

One of the most distingue members of the 
poor claimant family, whvm once having met 
you are sure to meet often, is our old 
friend Henry C. De Abna, who may daily be 
seen on his regular peregrinations back and 
forth between the Capitol and his lodgings. 
De Abna was one of Fremont’s retainers at 
St. Louis during the late unpleasantness, and

Garfield as a Temperance Man.

Mr. Garfield’s nomination for the Presi- 
dency of the United States having brought 
him prominently before the people, anything 
relating to him or his principles becomes of 
the greatest interest. I heard a little story, 
to-day, about him that wil! illustrate his ad- 
mirable method of combining practice with 
principle. I witl vouch for the entire truth 
of the story, as I got it from a man who lived 
almost next door to Mr. Garfield in Paines- 
ville, O., for ten years, and during the time 
the events spoken of eccurred. 

It was in 1865 that the temperance people of 
Painesville were a good deal worked upover a 
beer brewery runningfull blast in their midst.

The announcement took 
them all by surprise, of ceurse. Suppress in 
one hour the nuisance they had so long both- 
ered their heads over? Doin one hour what 
they failed todoin six months? It seemed 
impossible; but be soon showed them he 
meant business. He went over to the brew- 
ery, andin less thanan hour he had pur- 
chased the whole property and paid the cash, 
some $30,000, I believe. He destroyed all the 
manufactured liquor and allthe exclusively 
brewery machinery. What disposal to make 
of the property was now the question. It did 
not jie idle long, however. The next fall he 
co.veited the building and machinery into 
a large cider mill, and made hurareds of bar- 
rels of cider. Not one drop of cider would he 
sell or give away, for be was too strict a tem- 
perance man tothink it right to drink even 
cider; but every barrel of it he kept till it bad 
become cider vinegar, and then soldit. The 
cooa people of the town were giad to learn 
that, alter, the property proved to bea good 
investment, and the General made it pay him 
well, After using the building four or tive 
vears he soid it to other parties and moved 
upon his farm at Mentor, Lake county, 0.

THE TELEPHONE. 


How it is Made Useful in London Jour- 
nalism. 
[From the New York Times.] é 


The practical uses of the telephone are be- 
ing constantly extended. It now appears as 
the means by which an important improve- 
mentin British journalism has just been 
made by the London Times, namely, the re- 
porting of the late after-midnight debates in 
the House of Commons. It Seemsthat the 
many prominent public men—those whose 
speeches in Parliament are most widely read 
—are inthe habit of speaking at very late 
hours. Owing to this fact, and to the further 
fact that the leading morning trains start an 
hour earlier than formerly, it has always 
deen difficult, and sometimes impossible, for 
the great morning dailies to give a satisfactory 
report of what was said in the House the 
night of going to press. It has been 
hardly practicable to give a fuil report 
of a speech made _ after 1 o’slock, 
and only a mere abstract of what was said or 
done after 2 o’clock was possible. The re- 
ports of late speeches, necessarily imperfec 
have given rise to complaints on the parto 
members of Parliament, and even to sugges- 
tionsthat some more satisfactory means of 
publishing the Parliamentary debates be pro- 
vided. To overcome these difficulties the 
London Times bas called the televhone to its 
aid. It has made telephonic communication 
between its office and the House of Commons, 
ineach of which is placed one of Edison’s 
loud-speaking telephones. Instead of writing 
out his notes and transmitting them by tele- 
graph or otherwise—a proceeding which 


has heretofore consumed a good deal 
of precious time—the reporter, or, 
if he is busy, some other per- 


son, reads the report in the telephone-re- 
receiver placed inaroom adjoining the gal- 
lery. At the receiver at the other end, in the 
printing eflice, isthe compositor.

By the use of the telephone and the 
type-setting machine, the Parliamentary de- 
bates are now brought down by the Times 
fiom one-halfto three-quarters of an hour 
later than they were reported a few weeks 
ago, and it is believed that a higher degree of 
accuracy Isattained. The method 1s regarded 
as a great practical success even now, and it 
will doubtiess be much improved 1m the course 
of time.

Lord Lyons began 
asaclerk in the Home Office and finally 
served England in ten of the most impor- 
tant diplomatic councils of modern times. 
We do things differently.

The Hon. Percy Bysshe Shelley Pinchback, 


* of Louisiana, and Col. Robert Harlan, of Cia- 


cipnati, both of whom were delegates tothe 
Republican National Convention at Chicago, 
are in town, stopping a few days prior to their 
return home. A reporter of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH called on thetwo distinguished ool- 


ored _ politicians at the Hopkins 
House, corner of Eleventh and 
Morgan, this morning, and found the 


gentlemen at breakfast. He was courteously 
received, and immediately began to ply Mr. 
Pinchback with questions. The Hon.P. B.S. 
Pinchback was a United States Senator from 


Louisiana, then President uf the Senate and 
Lieutenant Governor under the Republican 
rule, and finally claimed that he was duly and 
legally elected to the United States Senate. 


His claim, of course, was contested, 
and was fought for years at Wash- 
ington, finally resulting in a _ decision 


adverse to Pinchhack’s claim. This struggle 
at the Capitol brought Pinchback into an un- 
enviable national repute. His ability and tal- 
ents are undoubted. At Chicago Pinchback 
was for Granttirst and ail the time. Although 
what is termed a colored man, Mr. Pinchback 
is as white as the average Caucasian, and 
only a slight trace of negro blood is percepti- 
ble in his veins. Heis distingue and aristo- 
cratic in appearance. His hair is becoming 
iron gray, and the tip of 
his «@.dark beard is also 
with silver. He has large, 
vivacious eyes, and in. appearance is 
decidedly intellectual. Hetwas dressedina 
handsome suit of gray. Afferthe prelimin- 
ary greetings were over, in fesponse tothe re- 
portorial inquiry as to what he thought of the 
Chicago nominations, Mr. Binchbeck replied: 
GAKFIELD’S RECORD. 

**] think the nominations, all the circum- 
stances considered, are about as good as could 
have been made.’’ 

“What do you think of Gartield’s De Golyer 
and Credit Mobilier recordf’’ 

Mr. Pinebeck evidently didn’t like the 
question. He paused a moment and then re- 
plied: ‘**] don’t know what to think of 
that.”’ | 

Col. Harlan,who was reading a paper, here 
interrupted saying, **‘A man would not sell 
himeelf for #300.”

*“IIas the nomination of Garfield closed up 
all the divisions in the Republican ranks?”

‘*What have you to say ofthe statements 
that the colored delegates were bought up at 
Chicago?”

‘‘Are not the colored people satisfied with 
the present Government in Louisian:s?’’

The colored people now living ‘in Louis- 
iana are of the better class of people who will 
be valuable to any community and of the kind 
we can least dispense with.’’ 

THE CHINESE PLANK. 

‘“W hat do you think of the Chinese plank in 
the platform ?”’ 

“TI suppose the committee on Resolutions 
knew what they were doing when they draft- 
ed that resolution. For my part I belisve this 
country is large enough to contain the Chinese 
as well as any other nationality.’’

Capital Punishment in China, 
|} From the 8t. Petersburg Golos. | 
Apropos of the sentence just pronounced 
upon Chun Hou, formerly the Embassador of 
China at this court, Prof. Vassilieff furnishes 
the following explanations: According to the 
latest Pekin newspapers, Chun Hou, 
though condemned to be beheaded, is not to 
be immediately put to death, but kept in 
prison forthe present. Capital sentences are 
promptly carried out 1n the case of insurgents 
and certain other classes of criminals, where 
delay might endanger the peace of the coun- 
try. In such cases even the local Magistrate 
is empowered to summarily take life if he 
deems it necessary. But ordinarily the ex- 
ecutions throughout the empire take place 
simultaneously at the annual equinox, at 
which time the Emperor visits the 
Temple of Heaven to clear himself of the sin 
of shedding blood. Hence, if an ordinary 
criminal is sentenced the day after the au- 
tumnal equinox, he bas awhole year of life 
still before him. Moreover, for a certain 
time before the equinox the Minister of Tor- 
tures receives and examines the lists of the 
condemned from all parts of the Empire, and 
reportstotbe Emperor the names of those 
least deserving of clemency. The Kmperor 
then orders some to be executed forthwith,and 
respites others for another year. The sealed 
lists of the doomed are carried to all parts of 
the Empire by couriers. Ona fixed day all 
the sentenced criminals are brought to a pub- 
lic place. where the sealed lists are opened 
and the Emperor’s orders carried out on the 
spot. Some are beheaded witha sword ora 
common knife: some are strangled by being 
dragged'over the ground, for the gibbet 1s not 
used in China. Beheading is regarded more 
shameful than strangling, for the latter leaves 
the body whole, whilethe furmer dismembpers 
it.

“Very well, you may go,’’ was the rejoinder: 
and the model disciplinarian retired with the 
proud consciousness that he had triumphant- 
ly proved his case.

If we may believe the Princess Olga, 
who has just publisbed an amusing work 
upon Russian life and manners, a lucrative 
branch of the Moscow undertakers’ business 
is the repairand hire of coffins. The dealings 
In these necessary articles are for the most 
part, in other European capitals, confined to 
one permanent and fina] transaction. But it 
would appear that many of the wealthy 
Muskovite raskolniki purchase their coffins 
during their lifetime and keep them at home, 
where they are used by careful house- 
wives as repositories for groceries and other 
edible stores. The Russian rat, how- 
ever, has a sweet tooth, with which he indus- 
triously gnaws his way into these grim recep- 
tacles of sugar, raisins and spices, doing such 
damege to them.in the course of his forays 
ihat they are constantly in need of repair.

THE CAT’S PARADISE. 


An Asylum for Orphan Dogs and Stray 
, Tabbies. 
[From the Philadelphia Record. | 


Among the institutions which characterize 
Philade)phia as the “City of Homes,'’ the cat 
refuge stands out alone. Than this iastitu- 
tion, which is located at 1242 Lombard street, 
there is no other on the face of the earth. Be- 
sides being an asylum forthe feline orphan, 
the institution serves as a gateway to the cat 
and dog paradise. The ‘‘Refuge’’ is pureiy 
non-secturian in its character. The cat or 
dog which was once the property of Christian, 
Jew or pagan, be it Thomas or Tabitha, with- 
out distinction of race, color or previous con- 
dition, isadmitted tothe asylum ifitis in 
need ofa home. The homeless, fMendless 
feline orphan, who bas been the target for 
regged and unfeeling street Arabs, and 
showered with brickbats and bootjacks as it 
sung its plaintive melodies in the silvery light 
on a summer’s evening, is received at the city 
refuge by kind hearts and ministering hands. 

Although this home has been established 
for about seven years, its existence until re- 
cently has been wegen mye he f unknown by a 
majority of the people of Philadelphia. Dur- 
ing the last year 3,514 animals were received 
at the refuge, and since the establishment of 
this institution 13,620 have been cared for. 
The refuge is now receiving an average of 
120 cats a week. By farthe greater portion 
of the refugees tothis asylum have outlived 
their usefulness, or sre of that class whose 
lot from infancy has been an ‘‘unhappy 
one.” The unfortunate creatures that have 
been turned out to die of starvation, or that 
never bad a home to be turned out of, or be- 
ing brought to the refuge in increasing num- 
bers,and are either provided with good homes 
or chloroformed out of their misery. As far 
as possible homes are provided for such 
grimalkins as are sound in body and mind 
and are comely in appearance. 

It must not be inferred, however, that any- 
body and everybody in quest of a good mouser 
or a household pet can go to the refuge, make 
their selection and walk away with it without 
questions being asked. The person who seeks 
a pet from the refuge must come well-recom- 
mended as possessing a kind heart and as be- 
ing amiably disposed toward the dependent 
“orphans.” Appearances are often deceptive, 
and itis possible for the managers of the 
refuge to be misled in their conclusions con- 
cerning the person to whom they have en- 
trusted the keeping of one of their wards. So 
when acator dog 1s transferred from the 
refuge to the custody of some private family 
one of the officers of the asylum looks after 
the indentured anima! by visiting it periodi- 
— at its new home to ascertain its condi- 
tion. 

It not infrequently occurs that families have 
ao or a eat that has lived so iong that 
life is aburden both to the animal and its

AMONG THE TURCOMANS. 


A People Who are Painfully Afflicted 
With Poverty and Biliousness. 
[Central AsiaCor. Lendon News. | 


Here, inthe midst of a possible plenty, 
the Turcomans lead but a miserable life. 
Indeed, these Goklan Tepe Turcomans are 
the very poorest I have yet met with. Ordi- 
narily the nomads may be sadd to be relative- 
ly welltodo. ‘They have food tn abundance, 
euch as itis, and are ‘always well clothed, 
and one rarely meets one who, besides his 
herds, has not also at least a horse, and that, 
too, usually of a very superior breed. 
Here, on the contrary, the people 
seem wretchedly poor. In the kibitka 
where I am staying there is but one 
ragged patch of felt horse-cloth on the bare 
ground beside the fire, on which my host and 
his wife sit all day long. Besides an old Rus- 
sian musket, a Korai-an sabre, and two wurn 
saddle-bagy, there is little else in the place. 
The only food they conild offer me was coarse, 
bitter, brown bread, baked among the wood 
ashes of the hearth. At first I thought my 
host might be exceptionally poor; but visits 
to the other kibitkas showed me that the other 
people were in the same condition. Tne 
moullah or priest seemed the only person 
tolerably well. oft. ‘This extreme poverty 
seemed strange, considering§ the propinquity 
of the liussian camp, and the amount of trade 
woich goes on between it and the border Tur- 
comMang, in hay, firewood and cattle.

The Rotation of Corn and Wheat. 


I should like to hear from some gentleman 
who feels competent, and can-maké the mat- 
ter clear, how it is that when wheat follows 
wheat or corn follows corn for years, the re- 
sult is always a lessening of boih crops, but 
when the ene is alternated witn the other, so 
that there are’ two years in corn to one in 
w heat, both crops are increased surprisingly. 
Thus experience texches that when wheat 
follows corn, and the stubble is plowed in 
the fall, and the surface stirred in the spring, 
and then planted in cern, the yield is fully 
15 bushels per acre morethan it would have 
been had there been no intercalation of a 
wheat crop, and this yield appears to be made 
without any sensible increas&® in the 
leaf or stalk growth of the corn. 
An old and well-worn corn field produces 
better crops of wheat than richer corn lands 
that are less worn, though the latter ure 
brought into nearly the same state us the for- 
mer if treated to a summer failow previous to 
seeding towheat. To be sure, avcording to 
such light as we get from agricultural chem- 
istry, the food sought for by the two cereals, 
in organic and inorganic substances, ditters 
somewhat, but hardly enough to offer a sufti- 
cient explanation, why fifteen bushels of grain 
per acre should be added to a corn crop be- 
cause the previous crop had been wheat. I[ 
have reud somewhere that there are certain 
lands on the delta of one of therivers in 
Southern France which, being provided with 
irrigation, have been confined to the rotation 
of corn and wheat for centuries, and without 
sensible diminution of the crops, and I 
should like to see an explanation, since it is 
posribie we may be called upon to repeat the 
corn and wheat rotation for an indefinite 
time.—[Agricultural Editor. 


Preparing Buckwheat Ground. 


It is common among farmers to delay plow- 
ing their buckwheat land tiil a short time be- 
fore sowing, Which is about the tirst of July, 
when the weather is hot, and the ground of- 
ten dry and hard; it then breaks upin 
lumps. I have kriwn rain to occur at the 
time, £0 that the ground turned up wet; and 
nothing can be worse than to turn up clay in 
this condition at this time of year, and have 
the sun bakeit. Itissuretorpoil the crup 
and hurtthe Jand. <And little better is it in 
the other case, as the lump cannot be 
reduced to mellowness, and only par- 
tially so with rains to soften them. The plow- 
ing must be done,as the sowing cannot be de- 
layed, whether the ground is wet ordry. The 
remedy is to prepare the ground early. Piow 
when in the right condition, whether sooner 
or later, and a good seed bed can be secured. 
This also gives a chance for a second plewing 
or working with cultivator and harrow. There 
is no weather so favorable for pulverizing the 
soilasin whe heatand showers of summer. 
The «ffect of the fallow can thus be given the 
land, the shading of the soil by the buckwheat 

reventing weeds from appearing, thus clear- 

ng the land. Inthespringit will be found 

to be clean and mellow, if not too poor or too 
clayey, and needs only the cultivator and har- 
row toput itis good condition fora crop. 
Much good can be done the land by preparing 
it well for buckweat. 

This crop usually receives the worst atten- 
tion, particularly onclay soil. The worst 
land is usually given to buckwheat; and this 
will do if thorough work is made ofit. Itis 
also a good time to Work 1n manure, spread- 
ing it on tbe land some time before iit is 
plowed,so that the soluble parts can be rained 
into the soil, always remembering that if 
evenly spread sO as tocover the entire sur- 
fuce, the whole area will be saturated with the 
fertilizing liquid. 
the soil well. ‘This can hardlv fail to produce 
a beavy growth, sbading densely the ground, 
so that no Weeds OF grasses can live, and th» 
ground will be sure to work up mellow with 
the cultivator for the next crop,no plowing 
being needed. 


Drainage About the Dwelling. 


Our agricultural papers are giving volumes 
on the importance of draining tields, and show 
cogent reusonstherefor. The chief ts, it pays; 
the second is, it conduces to health. While 
we would second all that has been said to in- 
duce farmers to greater use of drain tile, we 
would say that drainage, like charity, should 
begin at home, and, Jike it, shouid not be con- 
fined there. The health of the famiiy is per- 
naps the highest consideration. 

There are thousands of homes invaded by 
death and lingering diseases that are simply 
the just penalty for criminal neglect of the 
common laws of life. At Princeton College 
there isa malarious epidemic prevailing to 
such an extent that it has become neces- 
sary to suspend school until the latter pari of 
June. 

This is only one of the manyschools in our 
land that have the seeds of disease inits neg- 
lected drainage. The educators of the coun- 
try should give us of the rural districts a bet- 
ter example to show their appreciation of the 
well approved laws of sanitary science. But 
presidents and professors are not to be re- 
proached for such misfortunes. The fault is 
with the superintendents of grounds and 
buildings or with the want of care or prudence 
or liberality of the boards. 

But on the farm there is noexcuse for such 
neglect. The farmer is not prevented from 
carrying out his plans and wishes by the in- 
tervention of red-tape. He plans, and if he 
values the health and life of his family, he 
will make no delay in looking around the house 
toseeif the dra'nage from the cellar, the 
kitchen, the sinks and the laundry is so com- 

lete as togive no lodgment for impurity and 

ecaying matter. The privies.too, need atten- 
tion. Because they are disgusting necessities 
is no reasonwhy they should be ignored. 
There too often is the place wherethe seeds 
of disease and death arefound. In many 
places where the clay subsoil is underlaid 
with a stratum of rock, the crevices and seams 
seaey er to the well make a complete drain- 
age for the privy. 

Since the wells are generally deeper than 
vaults, we have a perfect arrangement for 
draining tne vault into the well. This seems 
too disgusting for supposition, but there are 
thousands of farms and villages where just 
such conditions exist. In and around such 
localities typhoid fevers, diphtheria and kin- 
dred diseases ure become a fixed and abiding 
curse. The grave-yards and cemeteries are 
tilling up with the multitudes slain by neg- 
lect, or, as preachers tell us, by a *‘mysteri- 
ous Providence.’? The fact is it is only mys- 
terious neglect. Providence has nothing 
whatever to do withit. Fixed laws have been 
established by an all-wise, beneficent Cre- 
ator, and the violator of law must suffer the 
penalty, which may be speedy death or lin- 
gering disease. Ainslie on Epidemics once

As to the value of lives prolonged 
and made happy and useful by pru- 
dence and cere, no one can estimate that.

Curculio and Coal Tar. 


The lover of plums may take heart. An ex- 
periment made by a Canadian fruit-grower 
shows that of eight plum trees one treated to 
the fumes of coal tar, or gas tar as it is some- 
times called, three times a.week, bore a full 
crop of smooth plums, and the seven trees not 
so treated had no piums hang ontill maturity. 

The year following he tried the experiment 
on the seven plum trees, and was rewarded 
withafullcrop from each, while the eighth 
tree failed entirely. He places under each 
tree a few corn-cobs or chips that have §been 
dipped in coal tar, and in the calm of evening, 
when insects are at home, he treats them toa 
smoke. Hethinks fumigation should begin 
as soon as the fruit sets, andit should con- 
tinue until the fruit is fully developed. Here 
is certainly encouragement to make war on 
the little Turk that bas robbed us so long of 
our plums. It costs little to try it. | 


Corn Fodder. 


Perhaps this is the cheapest feed we can 
produce. We do not remember to have seen 
uny estimate of the amount that can be pro- 
duced to the acre, but we have produced on 
one-fourth of an acre as much as two good 
horses could draw at ten loads, after curing 
the shock two months. Better fodder cannot 
be made. 

We plant in rows three feet apart, and drill 
in a broad drill four to six inches wide, about 
ten grains tothe foot. This we harrow with 
the smoothing harrow, just after it and the 
weeds appear. Wethus cultivate twice, by 
which time the corn will so effectually shade 
the greund that not a weed will start. Itis a 
valuable means of cleaning the ground, and 
leaves it in excellent condition for a late sow- 
fy | of wheat. 

« If planted now it will doto feed in the fall, 
when pastures are failing. ‘They fail often in 
August and September, and alwy»ys after 
frost. Here is a period when we are apt to 
let the young stcck shrink before going into 
winter quarters. If one has corn fodder, half 
cured iu the shock, it never can be more 


profitably used than in keeping the young 


stock at this critical period. Another reason 
for feeding it at this timeis, that it is more 
likely to damageif left in shock to be fed 
Guiing the winter, as the stalks are weak, and 
it settles closerte the grourd than common 
thock corn. Again, it is difficult to find it 
and the weather justin tne right condition at 
the seme time to make itsafe to pile it in 
large buik inthe barn. It is very apt to mold, 
because the sap does not entirely dry out be- 
fore severe freezing weather. 

The idea that sweet corn makes better fod- 
der than common field corn has not been 
proven. It is sure that the littér makes much 
more of it, and an article that ail Kinds of 
stock will eat in preference to timoihy hay. 


Hay Caps. 

Our Eastern farmers, who are most car-ful 
in haymakirg, and with whom hay is more 
valuable than in the West, think hig4ly of hay 
caps. They cost little, aad last vears if ecsred 
for, and notleftto mildew and rot. Stout 
cotton cleth or sheeting a yard and a quarter 
or a half square mr kes the best. Strings at the 
four corners two feet long, with a stone tied to 
eacb, or a light stake, will prevent the wiad 
from blowing the caps off. We have found 
them useful, but where one handles lar,e 
crops the force can be so divided or centered, 
as the case may demand, as td keep the field 
cleaned. When cocks of half-cured hay are 
thrown up and caps put on, they must be 
moved as soon after the shower as possible, to 
allow the free escape of gases. Hay will mold 
under caps sconer than without them. They are 
«(specially useful to protect against a sudden 
shower, or when hay must be left afield sume 
days they may be employed to prevent bleacn- 
ing from sun and dew. 


Housekeeper’s Own. 


The flavor of the pour strawberries of the 
season is muchimproved by crushing them, 
strew~ipg them with sugar and leaving on the 
ice an hour before wanted. This is agaiast 
tbe canons of the cooks, who say that straw- 
berries must never be crushed or stand wich 
sugar on them, butan experiment will con- 
vince apy one that this is a case where looks 
must yield to tuste. 


Strawberries with a dash of wine and sugar 
are a pleasant variat‘on on the acid fruit of 
whicb everybody feels obliged to eat a cer- 
tain quantity. Soups of sorrelor even the 
common scurgrass of the fields, are delight- 
ful in June, and all the fish which is left, 
baked or browued, putiato a stone jar, with 
scalded spiced vinegar poured over them, 
will make an acceptable relish for lunch, 
always ready. 

It may aidthe housekeeper’s memory to 
suggest that among things especially in season ° 
at this time she may take her choice between 
deep cherrv pie, cherry tart, stewed cherries, 
plain, snd stewed with spiced vinegar, which 
is very relishing for warm days; between 
rhubarb stewed with sugar to asyrup, and 
eaten in a half candied state as a basis for ice 
cream, or rhubarb pie, with cream and 
meringue above. 


_ Aslightly warming sweetmeat, to be eaten 
after ice creams, which may now be prepared 
while rhubarb is in season, is sham ginger. 
Peeled rhubarb is to be covered with its 
weight in sugar, and stand forty-eight hours, 
when the juice is to be boiled down to a syrup, 
the pieces boiled in it about three minutes 
and strongly flavored wiih essenee of ginger, 
after which they are taken out, the juice 
boiled to athick syrup and poured over them, 
and the whole dried in the sua, 

It is rather melancholy that the ingenious 
ladies who superintend the household depart- 
ments of city newspapers do not find any- 
thing fresher or mc re seasonable to recommend 
than string bean salad and new carrots 
stewed with cream. The appetite in summer 
calls for food at once light, piquant, nourish- 
ing in the extreme, for the system needs 
support urder the double a ta:ks of heat and 
malaria. The very smell o: a good dinner 
does more 1o refresh nature than the heavy 
joints of a badly cooked one. The nerves 
reem to live ard thrive upon flavors and 
odors. 

An innovation lately adopted in choice cir- 
cles for the heated weather is to serve water 
and fruitices as the opening cour-efhefore 
soup. Before you protest against tuis asa 
violation to which your excellent taste couid 
never be reconciled, madame, please to uh- 
-ervethat the ices are the pure ju ce of acid 
!ruits, pineapple, gooseberry, white currant, 
respbeiry or lemons, f:ozen, with very llitie 
sugar. Slowly sipped it is refreshing to the 
last degree. It satisfies the craving for acids, 
and gives ices to the stomach, when it is best 
prepared to benefit by it, instead of bringing 


them after a full meal to ree 
duce the energies of digestion.

Reports From the Various Industries in 
St. Louis. 


A Good Outlook for the Summer—Plenty 
of Work and at Fair Prices, 


During the week closing to-day nothing has 
transpired of more than usual interest in anv 
of the departments of trade. The various in- 
dustries are still furnishing the ordinary 
number of men with employment, and man- 
ufacturers and capitalists cannot but feel sat- 
isfied with the volume of business transacted. 

Atthe present time, although there appear: 
to be plenty of work, outsiders are not advis- 
ed to come here with the expectation of, find- 
ing «cmployment. Wages compare favorably 
with any of the large manufacturing centers 
of the Union, and in seme respects are vetter. 
The iowest wages reported as being paid is 
$1 15 per day, which is given to section hands 
on railroads, but for laboring work directly 
in{tbe eity the prices paid average from $1 25 
to $1 75 per day. There is at present no 
prospect of a decline in any wages until win- 
ter sets in. 


The Iron ladustry. 

The «nestion which now excites the most 
interest among manufacturers is the genera! 
standstill of the principal rolling mills in all 
parts of the country, which has been caused 
by the action of Iron Puddlers’ Union of 
Cincinnati. So far only one mill has closed 
in St. Louis, but in the present situation 


there is no telling how soon all may shut 
down. The Laclede Rolling Mill proprietors 
bave agreed to advance the pay of their pud- 
diers, but the men cannot accept without the 
consent of the Puddiers’ Union. At present 
this state of affairs is keeping out of employ- 
ment nearly 1,000 men. 


The Tobacco-Workers 
are nearly all busyinthe different manufac- 
turing houses, and with regular forces of men 
employed. The chances at this time of out- 
siders getting work in this line is not very 
good, and outsiders are not advised to come 
here expecting to obtain piaces. In the ci- 
yar-making branches of this trade there is 
nothing whatever to boast of, as nearly all the 
thops bave only a half force employed, and 
the prospects are that some of these wili soon 
be out unlesssome unexpec'ed change should 
occur. The receipts of cigars from New 
York and oiher Eastern centers is beginning 
to tel] on the manufacturers of this city. 


Chair-Making 
business continues to move, and the 
volume of trade will compare favorably with 
any of the Western cities. The principal es- 
tablishments have a full force of men at work, 
and everything is progreesing along to suit 
both manufacturers and workmen. In this 
‘branch of trade St. Louis, since last fall, 
claims the tead of all cities, with Boston com- 
ing in as second in therace. In the city Hel- 
ler & Hoffman are leading, with Conrades & 
Logeman of the Missouri Chair Factory fol- 
jowing. St. Louis has the most extensive 

chair manufactory in America. 


The Stove Moulders. 

Some of the foundries are only running on 
half time, but stil keeptheir full force of men 
at work. The PostT-DISPATCH, however, is 
authorized to state that there is not more than 


the usual supply of manufactured stoves in 
intbe market,and withthe returnof cool 
weatber and a legular condition of iron 
figures that the trade will begia to boom once 
more. 


The Timber Workers, 

with the exception of the yard pilers, who 
are outon a strike, are all busy in the yards 
and ajong the different * landings handling 
lumber. There is more work inthis branch 
of business than there has been for severnl 
seasons past. The trade itself is moving 
along quietly, and for this season of the year 
is looked upon as very favorabie. 


——_ —-- -—— 


The Furniture-Matkers 
report their department of trade equal to any 
month in the season, and the prospects are 
that they will be busy all througn the season. 


All, or nearly all, the factories in the citv have 
their fuil force of men at work at an advance: 
over the wages paid last spring and winter. 
For artistic work in this branch the St. Louis 
men claim the front rank. 


—_—_——- — 


The Wagon-Makers 
report their branch of the city’s trades as 
dull, but with the knowledge that it will 
shortly begin toimprove, they hold out in fine 
spirits. The factories are nearly all operating 
on full time, with their-~usual force of men at 


work. Thecountry totbe south and south- 
west of St. Louis is being worked up inthe 
interest of this market, and the prospects in- 
dicate that the demand for wagons from that 
section of the country will be unusually heavy 
this fall. 


The Flour-Millers 

are busily engaged, and all the mills through- 
out the city are operating day and night,with 
a double force of men employed. David 
Kirk, Secretary of the Missouri Millers’ State 
Association, was to-day officially informed 
that od pea ha for the finest display of 

rain and mill products atthe Millers’ Ex- 

ibition nowin progress at Cincinnati, had 
been awarded to Missouri. 


The Box-Makers 
have a very good run of business, and St. 
Louis is better off in this trade than any other 
Western city. The trdde will showa steady 
increase after October. The factorigs nearly 
ali bavethbeir usual number of ds en- 
gaged, and will keepal) of them at work dur- 
ing the season. The factory on Fifteenth and 
Mullanphy streets, which was recently de- 
stroyed by fire, is being rebuilt, and will be 
ready for operation about July 1. 


The Brickmakers. 

In this industry trade is on a regular boom, 
it being the busiest season of the year, and 
allthe yards operating to their fullest capaci- 
tv, with large forces of helpers in every yard 
inthe city. Butthe force of men now em- 
ployed is amply prepared to doail the work 
of this kind thereis to bedone. In afew 
weeks more the season of burning bricks will 
begin, ana then there will be some demand 
forextra belp andthere is plenty of labor 
here to fill the extra call. 


The Paper-Hangers. 
are all rushing intheirtrade and will con- 
tinue so until the fall season. All the large 
contracting houses have a full force of hands 
at work, but there is no room for any more 


than are already{engaged. Reports from all 
the principal cities show this trade to be 
good. The Paper-hangers’ Union are making 


arrangements forthe annual picnic and ex-, 


cursion. 


The Whiteners. 
Reports from contractors show that all] have 
as much as they can do, and in some houses 


extra forces are at work, But this will not last 
longer than August or September, as then tne 
business part of the season will have closed. 


The Saddle-Makers. 
Of this interest there is nothing special to 
mention. The trade moves along, but no 


top. 


more than holds its own. In this department 
of trade business is generally dull during the 


hot weather. The shops visited by the PosT- 
DISPATCH representative reported that near- 
ly a regular force of men are working at last 
season’s wages. 


The Stone-Cutters 
and marble-workers are all busy, and nearly 
all of the city yards have a full force of hands 
engaged. But thé general demand is for fine 


work, and therefore only the very best work- 
men are employed. This trade shows consid- 
erable improve ment over ree years, and 
it is only a question of afew years before St. 
Louis will take the lead. 


The Harness-Makers 
report their line of business progressing fine- 
ly, with the usual number of workmen em- 
ployed, but no chance of men from a distance 


getting work at the present time. In another 
column will be found an advertisement of the 
harness-maker J. H. Hinton, of 607 Pine 
street. 


The Boot and Shoemakers. 
In this department of industry some of the 
houses report trade slack,while others report 
business pieking up, but from  gener- 


al statements around it is necessary to state 
that trade is somewhat dull. + However, 
nearly all places have a full force engaged.

How Comfort as Wellas Effect isto be 
Secured During the Hot Weather.

What to wear during the next three months 
isamongthe all-absorbing vroblems3 of the 
day. Guidebooks and time-tables are not 
mere assiduously studied than are the re- 
spective merits of various fabrics introduced 
by leading houses for summer wear, or the 
advantages of blouse and round waist over 
tight-fitting basque and surtout. Every ma- 
terial that promises to repel du-t,shed water, 
allow a free circulation of air through its 
loosely woven meshes and bear the wear and 
tear of sea-shore and mountain usage is very 
popular. Dress-imakers are taxed to their 
utmost to make up their fabrics after pictur- 
esque ard becoming designs, which shall at 
the sametime allow freedom ef movement and 
be conducive tothe confort of the wearer. 

Among new goods introduced this seasen 
arethe ‘*Tallv-Ho” suitings, which are 
as the name tmplies, suitable for travelers on 
the road, whetherin coach or steamecar. In 
the same dress-goods department are sum- 
mer debeiges and camel’s hairs in all the de- 
sirable colors; the ever popular cashmeres 
end the newer Dut scarcely less popular mo- 
mie cloths. The colors most sought after, by 
the way, in all classes of dress goods, are the 
ecru, Ilavana and cameo shades. For yacht- 
ing and mountain costumes flanuels in navy 
blue and light shades arein demand; for a 
picturesque lawn tennis or croquet dress 
Frenct, American and lace buntings and 
zepbyr cloths are used. These last, itshould 
be ex plained, are similar in character to the 
cheese cloths introduced last season, but of 
much finer quality. For evening dresses, 
grenadines in unique patterns will be worn 
over silk, satin or velvet skirts. Ginghams 
after Madras designs will be more worn than 
ever, not only by children but by ladies also. 
For tbe latter come suits, ready made, 
trimmed with white embroidery or lace; pa- 
rasols to match are furnished, and hosiery 
that corresponds in color wi hthe prevailing 
shade of the gingham is also provided. Sum- 
mer silks in stripes and checke, Louisines and 
fonlards are in demand. The last named 
in floral patterns are often made-up 
with plain velvet or silk skirts, and furnish 
picturesque costumes. Tor dinner wear and 
similar purposes standard black silk is re- 
quired. Lord & Taylor’s family silk, of for- 
eign make and enduring quality, is conspicu- 
ous among the many varieties of French and 
American silks shown by this firm. Highly 
ornamented hosiery in Lisle thread, cotton 
and silk. and including genuine Balbriggans 
of web-like fineness, made expressly for the 
firm, 1s especially suitable to the season of 
low shoes and short dresses. In the shoe de- 
partment two new shoes are introduced, the 
English shoe and the pump. The tirst is

The pump is an extreme type of a very 
low shoe, and is shown bothin kid and pat- 
ent leather.

PARISIAN SCANDAL. 


The Suicide of Count Puyferrat—Was 
it Murder? 
| Paris Cor. London Times. ] 

Lovers of gossip bave been cheated out of 
the sensational banquet which they had prom- 
ised themselves upon the revelations antici- 
pated from the mysterious death of M. De 
Puyferrat. Mme. De X. left Paris hurriedly 
for the shores of the Mediterranean when his 
demise was announced. Mme. De Y. went off 
to Ems, althoughthe season has not yet be- 
gun, as‘soon as the press hinted that the affair 
had been taken up inthe Rue de Jerusalem; 
Mme. De Z. followed suitfor Wiesbaden 
when the autopsy of the corpse was ordered by 
the authorities. There was consternation 
in fashionable circles, as, although many 
might be called and only one could be chosen 
as the author of the crime, if crime there was, 
there was no knowing what mysteries 
would be unveiled in the course of an 
investigation which threatened to compro- 
mise the domestic felicity of several noble fam- 
ilies, to cover with confusion many of those 
who had hitherto been classed among the salt 
of the earth. Mmes. X., Y., and Z. can 
breathe freely once mere; they can come back 
to their beloved Paris, and spread out as of 
vore their spotless vestments. Dame Jus- 
tice has choren the better part: the Count was 
not slain by any injured husband. He fell by 
his own handinatit of desperation caused 
by—here was the difficulty; what could be 
assigned as a plausible cause for this fit of 
desperation in the case of one who 
had always taken life uncommonly easy? But 
Dame Justice is inventive, and, hinting that 
M. De Puyferrat was politically disappointed, 
and therefore did away with himself, because 
Henry V. would not accept the tri-color, or 
Prince Napoleon consent to abdicate his im- 
perial claims in favor of his son, Prince Victor, 
which two circumstances, everybody knows, 
are good and sufficient reasons why a man in 
the prime of life who was not absolutely im- 
pecunious, and bad never dabbied seriously in 
politics, should put an end to his existence. 
There was a little obstacle, also, in the way of 
this explanation—the affidavit of his servant, 
whoswore tothis effect: **l found mv master 
in his bed, bleeding from a wound which, he 
told me, had been inflicted by some one 
whose name he refused to reveal. ‘I was not 
cressed,’ said the Count (always quoting the 
valet’s testimony) ‘but my murderer himself 
tied up my clothes in a pocket bandkerchiet 
and aided me to regain my domicile.’ ’? It was 
hard to get over this deposition, but, as I have 
already said, justice is ingenious, and in its 
wisdom decided that all this story about the 
wound and its causes was a pure invention, 
ims ginced by the dying man to cove: the ridi- 
cule always attached to abortive attempts 
at felo de se. This episode of Parisian 
bigh life is, then, over, and as there 
is no other Puvferrat remain- 
ing toreecall the incident by the name, i5 is 
already forgotten, and gossip, balked in that 
direction, has goue off in search of something 
else wherewith to satisfy its appetire. It is 


_ only simple truth to say that taoere is no lack 


of murders and crim cors and malversations 
in every cirele of Parisian society, but public 
curiosity asks for more than mere recitals of 
crimes and misdemeanors committed by sim- 
ple artisans, or even by shopkeepers. The 
loves, wickedness, suffering, and deaths of 
washerwomen and tilers, notwithstanding the 
272 successful representations of M. Zola’s 
‘‘Assommoir,’’ do not interest ordinary read- 
ers, neither are these much touched bv the 
misfortunes of M. and Mme. Joseph Prud- 
bomme, those most respectable tradespeople 
of the St. Denis suburb; but when anybody 
who might, could, would. or should wear a 
crown is brought upon the tapis, people’s 
ears are not long enough to take in all the de- 
tails. 


The Literary Dandy. 
{From the Saturday Review. ] 


A young man is never more certain of social 
success than at the moment when most other 
youpg men never mention him without sav- 
ing they “*would like to kick him.” As 
Thackeray observed in the case of Pendennis, 
that desire is the result of envy and of con- 
scious humiliation awakened in manly bos- 
oms. To provoke people so muchis a token 
of superiority, anda prize of nonchalance. 
Nor is it social dandyism alone which thus 
irritates the rabble of decent fellows who have 
neither the vanity, nor the impudence, nor 
the strength of resolution towin distinction. 
Literary dandyism is also excessively annoy- 
ing to the rugged hodmen of letters, the rap- 
id picturesque writers,'the haif or quarter 
educated persons who crowd the press, and 
carry their farrago of ill-assorted observa- 
tions to an uncritical public. 
ous persons detest the literary dan.ly, the 
man who minds his periods, and regards the 
cadence of his sentences and shuns stock illus- 
trations and old quotations as the social dan- 
dy avoids dirty gloves and clumsy boots. 
They bowl at bim as the little humorous 
street boys buliy some small Etonian with « 
tail hatanpda broad white collar, who has 
lost himself in Seven Dials. This antagonism 
naturally breeds more excess in literary dan- 
dyism, till the prose of some crilics is as fuli of 
musk or millefleurs as the handkerchief of a 

opular preacher. Both parties are hardened 
in their ways; the rough and-reddy press- 
man becomes careless even of grammar, and 
trots out his quotations from Macaulay’s es- 
says more vigorously than of old. The prose 
of the exquisite begins to die away in aro- 
matic nonsense, and his great genius tires it- 
self to death in the hunting for rare exotic 
acjectives.

A New House for the British Com- 
mons.

Should the House of Commons’ agree te 
vote the money for anew chamber it is be- 
lieved that it can be constructed within 
tweive months, and tbat, too, without inter- 
fering with the public business now conduct- 
edinthe old. ‘The new chantber, as recom- 
mended by the select committee of 1868, 
could be built across what is termed the 
Commons Court, and the present House of 
Commons could be converted into a spacious 
lobby, the want of which is now much felt. 
The insufficiency of the present arrangements 
for the accommodation of members of the 
House is so omnes that ae Sergeant Si- 
mon proposes to suggest the re of the 
sendine order made 80 long ago - 1835 with 
respect to members’ places, and to move in 
substitution to it another, to the effect that 
any member may secure a seat by affixing his 
name himself thereto, and not otherwise, at 
3:30 o’clock, and not earlier or afterwards, 
before the House meets at the usual hour, 
and not earlier than half an hour before the 
hour of meeting when the House meets for a 
morning sitting, providing that the mem-

OLD MR. LEWIS?’ LIFE. 


A Sketch of the we of a Famous 


}From the Philadelphia Press. 


The following history of. the Lewis wil} 
case is interesting now since the Government 
gets the bequest. Joseph -L. Lew was a na. 
tive of Jamaica, West Indies; Jane Wright, a 
mulatto woman, was bis mother; Joseph 
Levy, @ Jew, wus bis father. The latter 
brought him tothe United States, where he 
lived under the name of Joseph Lewis, and 
then Joseph L. Lewis. Jane Wright had several] 
children, and one of them, Frances Crace 
Lewis, is mentioned in his will. All his half 
sisters and brothers he remembered, as we! 
as his nieces and nephews, but be was not, 
pioud of his African blood, and was careful 
to keep his relation with these mulattoes a se- 


cret. He never married. He man- 
ifested special interest in bis 
‘‘nephews by courtesy,’’ as he ealled 


the Cathcarts, whose mother was his 1llegiti- 
mate balf sister. His benefactions to them 
began in 1853, and continued until his death 
in 1877. Lewis bequeathed tothe United 
States Government the bulk of his property, 
about $1,000,000, toward paying off toe na- 
tional debt. His illegitimate relatives and 
otkers contested the will. His ‘*nephew by 
coultesy,’’ Jobn 8. Catheart and Joshua 
Benson, a friend, who received a bequest in 
the will, which was revoked in the codicil, 
were the principal persons to set up claims 
and have the will set aside- Thev alleged 
‘*insane delusion’’ en the part of Lewis. In 
1861 Lewis gave (‘atheart $10,000 in trust for 
the benefit of bis (Lewis’) blood relations in 
Jamaica, West Iincies, and afterward be- 
lieving, or pretending to believe, that Cath. 
cart Was not administering the trust faithful- 
ly, be demanded and received back the 
money. His hard feeling toward Cathcart 
increased, and his name was not mentioned 
inthe will. Benson was given a bequest, but 
Lewis, believing that the man was not a sin- 
cere friend, revoked it in a codicil. Chancellor 
Kuryon decides that the will and codicil are 
valid, and orders it to be admitted to probate. 


A Voluminous Writer. 
|From the New York Times. } 


Edward Fournier, who has just diedin 
Paris, aged sixty-one, was one of the most 
voluminous and scholary of French contem- 
poraneous uuthors. His whole life was spent 
in readirg and making books, much of his 
writing having been in collaboration, of 
which his countrymen areso fond. He fura- 
ished comedies, comic operas and dramas to 
the stage, the most noted of which were 
*-Corneille ala Butte Saint-Roch,” *:La Fille 
de Mohiere,’’ and *‘liaciue a Uzes,” prepared 
for theanniversaries of the birth of those
